It exists ‘to help down-and-outs 
ather than Chinese (the latter having 
thelr own charitable Institutons) but 
the majority of our applicants being 
of mixed nationality many Chinese 
bames appear on our books, Perhans 
the most important work 
through education and in this we are 
freatly helped by those, schools and 
convents which take our children at 


‘reduced fees. At the present moment 


the Society is educating 53. children, 
of whom only a mere handful are 
Jay, boarders, Then opart_ from 


temporary” relief, there are cases’ 


reeciving monthly allowances; others 
have their rent paid for them; others 
agnin have their monthly  com- 
pradore’s books settled for them. 

The Society maintains accommoda— 
tion in Kowloon where cases can be 
lodzed and boarded until rooms can 
he found, or until their crisis is pass- 
ed, If possible, work is found for 
men and women, but this part of our 
activities gets more and more difficult 
ug time goes on. Voyages are paid 
and landing money piven in a few 
cares, sometimes in conjunction with 
one (vr more) charitable — socictirs. 
Clothing: Is given in every case: and 
orders for, shoes on a local firm If 
none in ol cupboards are fourl to 
fit. : ¢ 
It must be pointed aut that every 
case is’ subjected to the closest 
investigation and In-this we receive 
invaluable assistance from — the 
"Speclal. Branch" of the Hongkong 
Police. There is nlso a Men's Ad- 
visory Committee of the Society, 
which meets when called upon to do 
50. 

A ‘word os to funds: the Society 
receives an annual grant from the, 
Colonial Government, regular prants 
from the Sporting Clubs and Socict- 
les, income from certaln bequests and 
from ife memberships, special don- 
atlons and “In Memoriam” gifts. For 
all this our expenses this year have 
been such that we view with grave 
anxlety the two or three months that 
must elapse before our annual ap- 
penls go out. 

The best way,-in the long run, to 
help the Society is by becoming an 
annual subscriber. But owing to the 
unusunl circumstances of thin half 
year, we should be most grateful for 
donations now, however. modest.

CHURCH'S MISSION 


Sir:—It scems that both the Rev. 
J. R. Higgs and the Rev. H. W. Baines 
in their sermons on Sunday raised the 
moral issue of war and its justifica- 
tion, and then shirked the real 
nnswer. Nothing can justify — the 
taking of Ife, and this surely can-be 
the only straight answer of a Chris- 
tian to the moral Issue. 


Of much greater value would have 
been a statement by these two re- 
presentatives of the Church concern: 
ing the Christian’s attitude to the 
fundamental cuuses of war. The 
cnuses are fairly obvious to any in- 
telligent person, and what !s needed, 
more than anything else,.is the will 
to eradicate them. The Christian 
cannot. tolerate war, whether you 


call it an imperialistic war, a War of 


defence, or a war involving nothing 
but moral issues. He cannot tolerate 


any whr because war is a means of: 


sustaining and keeping alive those 
very factors which drive men to 
armed confilct. History does not 
show us that wars bring us any 
nearer to peace, except of such an 
artificial’ nature that ft fs a mockery, 
ns witness the peace of the Inst 19 
years. Man Is driven to war by his 
own stupidity, his refusal to say “We 
will no longer tolerate the influences 
which crente war." oe 

The very reason why the Covenant 
of the League of Nations is tottering 
(as Mr. Baines sadly and reluctantly 
‘admits) is because the terms of: that 
Covenant include ‘rights und privi- 
sleges which, if insisted upon by cach 
of the signatorics, must Inevitably at 
some slage or another, lead to con- 
filet of opinion and later*to war. . 

What we expect from the Church ts 
© leadership in regimenting - public 
opinion to inslst upon the removal 
of the causes of war. For the Church, 
or any other body for that matter, 
calmly to sit back, alrily deprecate 
that there is such a thing os war, 
and then to moralise on whether once 
should or should not kill one’s bro- 
ther ls a strange interpretation of 
Christ's teaching. :

this antiquated system by gradual 
reforms. If efforts ure not made to 
Introduce reforms then no good re- 
sults can be expected.
